to have run its course for this year 
when it passed the House Monday.

luctant to pronounce dead for this 
session a measure with obvious po- 
litical appeal.

European Security, 
Disarmament Also 
On Summit Docket 


GENEVA 
(.£>)—The 
Big 


Four agreed today to take 
up first the thorny question 
of reuniting Germany. 


This is the central issue of the 


summit conference, in the view of 
Western leaders. It was first on 
the agenda as President Eisenhow- 
er and his three fellow heads of 
government got together at 4 p.m., 
today (9 a.m. CST) for their first 
working session of the conference, 
following up the session Monday 
when each of the four made a pre- 
liminary statement. 


Shortly before the meeting con- 


vened . Eisenhower indicated he 
was not discouraged by the devel- 
opments ao far despite what some 
American officials called the "neg- 
ative" attitude of Soviet Premier. 
Bulganin on the German problem. 


"I feel pretty good about it so 


far.1' the President said when ask- 
ed by a reporter how thing* wer» 
going. 


4-Point Agenda 


The four leaders—Eisenhower, 


Soviet Premier Bulganin, British' 
Prime Minister Eden and French, 
Premier Fauer—began their closed 
session in the Council Chamber ot 
the Palace of Nations, European- 
headquarters of the United Na- 
tions. 


The foreign ministers of the four 


powers agreed unanimously this 
morning on a four-point agenda,' 
with German unification a» the No- 
I item. Diplomatic observer* cau- 
tioned, however, against over- 
optimism of the German problem. 


The aspect of the taiks which 


has apparently impressed Eisen- 
hower BO far is the cordial atmos- 
phere, which was demonstrated 
once more m the quick agreement 
on the agenda. 


"So far, very friendly," is th« 


way the President described it. 


The decision of the- foreign min- 


ister s to place the German prob- 
lem at the top of their work sheet 
apparently was a concession to 
Western demands since the West- 
em foieign ministers had agreed 
m Paris last week that this was 
the key to any easing of tension in 
Europe. 


Moderately Optimistic 


Eisenhower. 
Eden and Faur« 


stiessed the Geiman issue in their 
opening statements Monday. 


The other points on the agenda 


were European security, disarm- 
ament and "development of con- 
tacts between East and West." 


Western leaders were reported 


moderately optimistic today follow- 
ing the policy outlines given at 
Monday's meetings by the Big 
Four.

Start Pasture 
Cattle on Feed 


URBANA—Feeder cattle on sum- 


mer pasture should be on feed by 
early August to be ready for No- 
vember market at the highest fin- 
ish 


H. G Russell, extension livestock 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
most good cattle feeders start 
their animals on feed on pasture. 


You can keep your feeders on 


pasture with gram unless you have 
some difficulty in getting them on 
full feed, Russell points out Once 
m a while early fall rains will 
"green up" pastures so that cattle 
will not clean up grain. When that 
happens, it s a good idea to move 
them into drylot for finishing-. 


Assuming that you start with 


choice grade cattle, it usually 
takes a feeding period of 90 to 100 
days to put cattle in the choice 
grade. 


Russell calls this the deferred 


feeding- system. Cattle feeders who 
follow this program use a winter- 
ing ration that normally puts on 
gams of 1\ to 1'2 pounds a head 
daily. "\Vnen fed hghtlj like this in 
wintei. cattle will then put on an 
average of about li2 pounds ahead 
daily for about 90 days on good 
legume-grass pastures at minimum 
cost

The outlook was for 1U million 


bushels of apples and 83,000 of 
peaches 


Damage to blossoming trees oc- 


curred during a late March freeze. 


The Illinois apple crop normally 


runs about 3.080,000 bushels and 
the peach 
crop about 1,600,000 


bushels. 


Government agencies are re- 


luctant to put a valuation on the 
crops. However, the State Division 
of Marketing 
estimated 
apples 


which sold last year at $195 a 
bushel may move to a level of at 
least 
$2 25 in Illinois. 
Illinois 


peaches of small commercial sig- 
nificance, may sell at $2 50 com- 
pared to SI 85 last year. 


The freeze, occurring March 26- 


27 wag not the v orst in Illinois 
history. Dans Foreman, superin- 
tendent of the marketing division, 
said the state has experienced 
some years in -which frost has kill- 
ed nearly all apple buds. 


Southern Illinois apple growers 


expect a light crop at best while 
Calhoun County aJid western Illi- 
nois orchardists anticipate nearly 
a half crop. In the Rock Island 
area, one of the best apple years 
is expected.

uation in Illinois (fruit in«*cU 
exoepted), prepared by entotnolo- 
gfete of the Illinois Natural Hit- 
tory Surrey, the UuUermity of 11- 
linoi* College of Agriculture, Mid 
cooperating agencies. Thetie bul- 
letin* report current trends in th« 
insect situation and may require 
local modification, since weather 
conditions materially affect in- 
sect population*. 
Corn borer: Borers are still mig- 


ratuig on ine com plants. Many of 
them are establishing themselves 
in the stalks, but it is too late to 
apply insecticide control measures 
now. 


The size of borers varies from 


small to full-grown, but most of 
them are about *5 to grown. Oc 
casional pupae have already been 
found in central and north-centra 
Illinois. At present it appears thai 
second-generation moth flight wil 
begin in late July or early Augusi 
and the first egg-laying will occur 
in August. 


We cannot pi edict the extent 01 


the second generation at this time 
but everything now indicates thai 
it Mill be heavy. On this basis sweei 
corn canners and seed producers 
should be prepared to protect their 
later plantings. Late - developing 
field corn may also profit from pro 
tection ^with insecticides. 


Grasshoppers. The grasshopper 


population still varies considerabl 
from one area to another. However 
1his past week grasshoppers be 
came more noticeable in hay fields 
m the north third of the state than 
in other areas. If treatment be 
comes necessary, use aldrin or hep- 
tachlor. do not apply either one to 
feed crops within two ueeks of har 
vest. Use dieldrin or toxaphene only 
where residues will not be a prob 
lem.

The point is that this citizen 
did not take the law into her own hands 
She de- 


liberately violated the draft law, but in no violent 
manner, as a challenge to the Department of Jus- 
tice to meet her in the Supreme Court for a test 
of us validity- under the Constitution. How else 
could a test be had"* Mrs. MJ!'T says the law is 
unconstitutional because it requires 
"involuntary 


servitude," which is forbidden except as punish- 
ment fo» crime 


Well, doesn't it? 
*f other laws or any other words of the Consti- 


tution dilute this protection against involuntary servitude, surely the 
Department of Justice, with all Us lawyers and facilities, can prove 
that her opfuon *s incorrect. But t^en then, l.ei punishment for ths 
crime of counseling: young men to defy the draft should be nominal. 
After all, if theie is serious doubt of the constitutionality of the draft, 
it should be settled m positive fashion as soon as possible. And if it 
should be held unconstitutional, all of us would be liable for a terrible 
bill of damages to men who were drafted. So maybe this lady is 
rendering a publi^ service.

GENEVA <?*—The top men of the Kremlin have relaxed them- 


selves right out of their bulletproof cars, Awhile President Eisenhower 
is nding through' Geneva with the biggest guard in town. 


"It makes the Swiss smile," said 


Marc Fernet, a local gardener 
who's watched cloak and dagger 
operations in this neutral country 
for years. 


"The Americans," he said, "put 


their President in a closed car and 
stick their secret policemen in 
open ones. 


"The Russians, on the other hand 


put their leaders in an open car 
and transport their secret police- 
men in closed ones.'\ 


The comparison goes deeper. 
At the President's villa, two to 


four Secret Service men are on 
duty at the barred iron gates 
around the clock. More are scat- 
tered around the gardens. Others 
roam the lakefront. 


This guard is augmented by a 


carload of Swiss plainclothesmen 
outside the gate at all hours, Swiss 
soldiers with loaded tommyguns in- 
side the villa grounds and a motor- 
boat guard patrolling the waters 
100 yards from the shore, and 
guarding a dirt road to a barn on 
the property are six more soliders 
and policemen.

September, said the special court 
granted "the substance", of their 
requests. 


Eoth Virginia Ally. Gen. J. Lind- 


say Almond Jr. and lawyers for 
Prince Edward interpreted the di- 
rective by the three-judge district 
court to moan that the county, and 
Virginia generally, will be able to 
operate schools on a segregated 
basis in the 1955-5U session. 


Beyond that, nobody would make 


an\ predictions. The state has al- 
remly announced its intention to 
continue school segregation indefi- 
nitely if any legal avenue can be 
found to escape the antisegregntion 
decree of the U. S. Supreme Court 
last May 31.

Governor Signs 
New Truck Law 
Increases Legal Length 
Of Trailer Trucks 5 Feet 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. <* — The 


permissible length of semi-trailer 
truck combinations on Illinois high- 
way* haa been increased by five 
feet, m axing the new legal maxi- 
mum 50 feet. 


The old 45-foot standard went into 


discard Monday when Gov. Stratton 
signed the truck length bill passed 
by the 1955 General Assembly. 


In explaining hi» action to report- 


ers, Stratton said Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Iowa and North Caro- 
lina are the only states that have 
a limitation of less than 50 feet.

motor scooter operators. 


Modernized the coroner's system 


for keeping track of deaths in 
downstate counties. The bill provid- 
ed for Health Department appoint- 
ment of a coroner's physician to 
perform medical examinations and 
autopsies under certain conditions. 


Brought state civil defense work- 


ers under the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Act. 


Limited transfers of state civil 


service personnel.from one city to 
another to cases in which state 
services would be improved, and 
require payment of transfer ex- 
penses.
